form will be presented to congress 
with the full backing of the admin- 
istration. 


Much of the increased appropri- 


ation would be devoted to coast de- 
fense, and a substantial increase in 
the field artillery. Details as to in- 
creases in the personnel of the army 
have not yet been made public.

the navy, which will ask for an in-

?iqo,000,000, 
carries 


through- its plan, making the total 
naval appropriations $248,000,000, 
the appropriations for national de- 
fense including the army's $182,- 
0.00,000, would total $430,000,000. 


It is probable, however, that in 


final form the appropriations will 
not exceed $400,000,000.

plans, which are understood to pro- 
pose an increase of 30,000 to 50,- 
000 men and in the army a large re- 
serve to be created through induc- 
ing men to join the ranks by short 
term enlistments.

they come to 


this land of promise to try for bet- 
ter things. 
1 want to bring to you 


just a 
vision of 
what the 
work 


means. 
The pitiful need of the for- 


eigner is the 
strongest 
plea 
and 


makes the strongest appeal for help 
for him. 


"The average 
American -man or 


woman is not conscious that the na- 
tion we boast of is in the making in 
these foreigners." 


Stating that we can not conduct 


a church without a system any more 
than we can 
conduct 
a 
business 


without svstem, aud that the church 
as well as the bnsiues^ needs a head, 
the moderator introduced Rev. Ro- 
bert E. Pugh of Columuus. a former 
Newark man, son of Mrs. Ella Piigh 
of Cedar street. 


Rev. Mr. Pugh spoke of his child- 


hood spent here and said the condi- 


tions that are met In the home mis- 
sion field are divided 
Into 
three 


phases. 
One man 
found a little 


rural district 
about one 
hundred 


miles from here where extraordinary 
conditions exist.

families he found . 26 families 
in 


which there was one Christian. Only 
23 families in which there were over 
two Christians. 


For this five men go out and do

The second phase Iras to do with 


the growing towns and cities. In one 
city of 115,000 people we have only 
two Presbyterian churches.

years ago the United Brethren fore- 
saw the possibilities and they have 
four churches and two missions. 


"There are fifty

open to us tonight.

The part that cannot es 
cape causes the dough to rise am 
makes the bread light. The holes ii 
bread are the little pockets which hek 
the carbonic acid gas- 
The effect o 


the bubbles is to lilt the body of dougl 
so that the beat can penetrate readili 
aud bake it properly.
